The next day the judge was 
obliged to go to a distant city to act 
as referee in a case.

News Items of the Past Week 
in Brief. 



The sunny land of flowers and 
sunshine, whore we have boon 
spending the winter, is the most 
beautiful country I have ever seen 
in my life. With pine forests .show- 
ing up richly, with the. big trees 
for hunber surrounding the nu- 
merous lakes and hammocks, aiid 
makes them more hoautiful to the 
view, as the comliination of rich 
soil, useful woods and beautiful 
waters, make the land a fit abiding 
place foi man. Orange, grape-fruit, 
and lemon trees, are raised in great 
abundance. Live oak-trees with 
thick foliage of leaves, honey- 
suckle, palm-platit,s, maguolia and 
pine trees, revuain green all the 
winter. Wild jassamine grows 
everywhere in winter, blooms most 
of the time and smells very sweetly. 
There is an abundance of l)eautiful 
birds of many different colors down 
hero, and also of pretty butterflies 
Plenty of a wild game for hunting, 
wild hog-hunt iiig, and so on. Here 
we have had plenty of amusonionls, 
going hunting, fishing, boating, 
driving and ri<ling. 

Many people go gunning and re- 
turn with quite a load of a wild 
game, as pigeons, qusvils, and 
rabbit*. A party of us numVwring 
nine camped out, some time ago, on 
Lake Bryan for a few days. We 
had great sport fishing, boating and 
hunting, and bad quite a Jolly time. 
One of the parly, Mr. Wallace, the 
Justice of Pence, caught one hun- 
dred pounds of fish from that lake. 
Lake Bryan, I think, is the most 
desirable wnter for fishing. We 
had a wagon party and drove forty 
miles In i)rot»es8ion, and wo were 
vety much suutiurnt, when we 
reached home, looking; almost like 
the gypsies. Wo have visited a lot 
of pretty places, and at one place 
called Oeala, which is a small -city, 
I met Hon Robert Bullock, 
county Judge of Ocala, who Is well 
acquainte<l with the manual al- 
phabet. I had a pleasant chat with 
him for a little while. I am told 
that a number of deaf-mutes are in 
Ocala. I also met Mr. Flanders, 
who told me that he has a deaf- 
mute cousin, teaching at the deaf- 
mute school at Flint, Michigan. 
Mr. Flanders lives in Candler, and 
can talk with his fingers.

There are 1,500 nets in 
Roelfoot, worked by some 500 peo- 
ple.

Satur- 
day afternoon the girls enjoyed 
coasting on the parade ground. 
Some sweet little cherub must be 
watching over them. They know 
nothinir of managingsleds, l)nt came 
out with no aocidenfs. All they do 
is sit on the sled and trust to luck to 
stop them when their noses are 
within half an iJich of the .icade- 
mical building. 

Mr. Gardner's lecture before the 
Fanwood Literaiy Association, 
Satuiday evening, was very inteiest- 
ing.

Prof. Thomas F Fox went (o 
Washington, D. C, Friday, and 
lectured at tlu- college in the even- 
ing. He returned Sunday night. 
His trip to Washington was very 
much enjoyed, as ho nut numerous 
old friends. 

Mr. Charles I). Oakes was here 
Monday, disposing of a stock of 
pamphlets, to aiil the (4allaudet 
Home. 

Mrs. Julia P. Holchkin, our 
teacher of (he cooking classes, or 
microbe of dyspepsia, a.s some one 
dnbbod her, is the mother of Major 
Walter B. Hotchkin, prominent in 
military circles and one of the most 
eflicient officers in the nation.-il 
guard. Ho was appointed Major 
of the a2d Infantry, N. G. N. Y., 
just before the war with Spain, and 
went with that regiment to Camp 
Black Such was his knowledge of 
out post duty and all other military 
matters, that he was fr«>quently 
officer of the day, and won favor 
and distinction. From Camp Black 
his battalion was sent to Fort 
Schuyler, where for the greater part 
of the time, he was iu command of 
the post. The regiment wa.s con- 
centrated at Fort Schuyler and scM)n 
after mustered out of the United 
Sta(e8 .service. Not content, he 
obtained leave of al»senco from his 
regiment and enlisted in the I2th 
Regiment, as captain. The re- 
giment sailed for Cuba, where for 
some time it was part of the occupji- 
lion army, and he servotl with the 
12th till it w.ts mustered out. 

Major Hotchkin is a very popular 
man. He is president of the .\thletic 
As.sociation of the 22d Regiment, 
and the games of last Stiturday, 
which were the most sueces.sful in 
the history of the regiment, were due 
to his wise mauairement. Ho is a 
menjber of the Soi-iety of Foreign 
Wars, the Sons of the Revolution, 
Colonial Club, Army- and Navy 
Club, and a host of minor militnry 
organizations.

Only on.- ucc.ision 
is recorded whore (he .Vl.iliar ij^ih 
allowed (he guns to bo taken fr.nt 
the Mazjidagh Palace, ai B.iroda, 
where they are kept. This was 
when His Highno.ss visit»d B<«mbay 
to meet the Prince of Wal. s Theii 
the guns accompanied hint, as beinj: 
the most remarkable possi ^sion of 
the State of Baroda, apart fr<in 
the Maharajah himself, ai^d il is 
due to the hitter's judgmeui (o say 
(hat they attracted far nioie noti( e 
from the royal English visitors than 
anything belonging to the Gaikwai's 
train. 

Besides llie o..lil<ii t;iiiis, ihe 
Maharajah own.s a pair of silver 
guns of the same style as the others, 
but smaller, weighing 320 p(miid,x 
each. The limbers and carriage^ 
of these guns are brass-covered, 
and when this metal is polifhed it 
is just as much a sight to see as the 
gold guns.

Argonanty the British troops had 
to advance across a long, unpreteci 
ed bridge, in (he face of a battery 
of six guns, which completely com 
manded the appmach. The m<ii 
weie unwilling (o expose thenr 
to certain death till one m< 
Cummingsby name, a man in lauli 
less uniform, stepped ftnun.l i., 
the middle of the bridge. 

The bridge was imim m.u.i.v 
swept liy the fire of the l»at(ery. 
When the smoke cleared away, 
Commings was seen standing unin- 
jured, carefully brushing (he dust 
from his boots, after which he ad 
justed a single glass iu his eye, 
and looked back at the men.

tend backward much- fail her than 
the old foundation, and all in- 
teiior apaitineiitH will ru' in entire- 
ly the opposite diriMMion from those 
in ihe old striiclure. In the old 
buildings, the adminis; ration offices 
and rooms, while occupying the 
cential place in the institution, 
were all in line lengthwise of the 
budding'. In the new plans thcHe 
rcwms are in the (tentral house, but 
with their Incation iiinniiiir direcH.> 
backward and through to the rear 
of the structure. 

All Ihe advantages of the ol/l 
apart meniH for their special 
purposes are letained in the new 
plans, with many iniprovemeids 
The auditorium wideh was alwaj'S 
considerijd inariistic and incon- 
venient, will be icplaced with a 
hall of iipio date requireinenls. 
The class rooms will all be ini[iroved 
in many details to render them 
more salisfactory and convenient. 
'J'he main couHideraiion in con- 
struction, however, has been to 
nuike the buildinsis as absolutely 
fire-proof as po^sit Ic, and to the 
end no exjiense has been fpared.

fact that the structures which were 
i.H<dated from the main i.istitution 
cHcaped destruction. Mad Ihe 
main building been in three .sect ionw, 
it is <|uile likely that a portion 
might have been savedr Our plans 
for the new iiiiilding are pruclically 
decided. A few cUangeN will be 
made to roi et the limitalionM of our 
finances. There is oue thing we 
are insisting upon and that iw that 
the HtructureH sha | be fir(* proof as 
far as modern cxpenMes can make 
them. Our fund has now reaehe.<l 
about )J23,000. Kach day finds it 
growing and we have no doubt of 
the ultimate outcome, The insur- 
ance money is nearly availab'e and 
work of rebuildin)4 will s'art with 
the spring. 

"On March Ifilh, some 75 of the 
[lUpils wil! be reealleil to their task. 
These wjll be the more advanced 
students. A part of thi^ number 
are those who can go home in tiie 
eveniniis, .ml this will be a condi- 
tion of their recall We are fitting 
up the iipHtairs 'lepartment of the 
boyn induHtrial shops an donnitories 
for the t)oys, and Ihe girls will be 
housed in the girls' industrial build- 
inif. We will oidy recall as many 
as we oaa ooinfortably house. A 
number of students are already at 
their tasks, those who can go to their 
own honjes daily CUssrooms will 
lie provfde(l in the carpenter shops, 
and Ihe shops will be crowded into 
some other space.

Among the cu|)rifeious minerals 
the most valuable were the tur- 
quois", lUiiny valuable speeinnuis of 
which have been discovered from 
time to time in the tomb and 
treasures of the Egyptians, says 
the National Druggist. M. De 
Morgan lirought ba(!li to Franco a 
collection of minerals, most of whicdi 
were turned ouer to M. Ihrtludot, 
who made a most interesting report 
on the ndnerals, in which hostated 
that the (iofiper bearing siiecimens 
were poor in metal and not plentiful 

Minint> such ores must have been 
tedious and sev(>re labor. The 
FViiyptiaiis were si ill using arms of 
woofi, and (dipjied or grouinl stones 
and (!opper was a rare and priM'ious 
metal, the possession of which was 
thoi>5iht "to repay the most severe 
labor. Later Oil wood and stone im- 
plements gave jilace to bronze, 
which was made possible by the im- 
pel tat ion of tin from remote re- 
gions. The extraction of Ihe melal 
was effected by nuMhods similar lo 
those followeil in the metallurgy of 
copp(!r in its pioduclion from 
similar ores from the remotest an- 
tiquity down to recent times — the 
use of wood HS a reducing material 
along with siliidous, ferruginous 
and calcareous fluxes. 

Those mines have bci'ii abandon- 
ed for al leastthrce thousand yeais, 
probably on acrcount of a constaul- 
ly growing scanuty of tlie material 
and the poverty of the residue in 
metal. The mines were probaliU' 
worked from thirty-five hundred In 
four thoiiHund years. It is thought 
that the working of the" mines be- 
uan nearly sevon thousand years 
aL'o.

The teacher of forging at the 
Manual Training IIif.h School,

" Boys," said the teacher, " you 
have all seen Remernbrandt Steele's 
ile(!oralive work, the blacksmith 
Willi the edges of his leathern 
apron notched. There is probably 
not one blac^ksmilh in a hundred 
who knows why the apron is notch- 
ed, and yet every bhudismith fix- 
es his apron in this w.iy, whether 
in America, Kngland, Germany, 
France, Siiain or Mexico. 

" VVhenl was a boy in England, 
wlien^ I l(MUiieil my trade as black- 
Ftnilh, when I got iny first iipi'on I 
sal down und with my knife began 
to notch the edges. Oue of the 
older men, secdng me at work, knife 
in hand, asked me if I knew what 
1 was doing and wdij' I was doing it. 
I r(»|)lied tluit I was doing what I 
had .seen the other smiths do. 
Then he told me this legend ; 

" ():ce upon a tiiiu' a king of 
Kngland gave a great i'easi, to 
which he invited the masters of the 
various crafts in his kingdom. 
After they were seated at the table 
Ihe king, passing from one to an- 
other, talked with them, asking 
quest ions as to their handiwoik. 
Atthehead of the table sat th(> 
tailor, dresseil in his best and look- 
ing very, proud in his fine atliie. 

" In answei- to the king's inquiry 
as to his trade lie said : ' I am the 
tailor. I make the kind's robes of 
slate and the suits for Ids hawking 
and huiding.' 

" ' Wilh what dost Uiou do these 
grainl thin^:s i" asked the king. 

" ' With sheais and iKiedlc,' said 
the tailor. 

" ' And who makes these rare 
liools for thee y asked the king. 

"'The blacksmith,' answered

This Home was e.siaoiisiii-d by 
"The Church Mission to Deaf- 
ites," in 1886, on a farm of 156 
es by the Hudson River, six 
miles tielow Pou^hkeepsie. It has 
Ixfen a comfort already to upwards 
of forty afflicted people. Friends 
have rallied around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from debt. 
It is intended to receive inmates 
ev<-ntually from the whole State of 
New York. People of this class 
have all been educated, but have 
broken down in the battle of life. 
Several of the Inmates are deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

On Sunday night, Feb. 18lh, the 
main buildiejgand the wing recently 
added for the men, w^^re destroyed 
by a sudden aud dreadful fire.
